HARRY BROOME, THE EX-CHAMPION, 

Harry Broome, who at one time held the title of Champion of 
England, died on ‘Thursday week at his residence, 30, Frith-street, 
Soho. He had beon for some time suffering from lung disease and 
dropsy, and was in his 39th year, having been born at Birming- 
ham in 1826, Much of the fame of Harry Broome, as well as his 
introduction to the fistic arena, must be attributed to his more dis- 
tinguished brother, Johnny, who brought him out at the age of 17, 
when he was matched with Fred Mason (the Bull Dog) for £50 a 
tide, and beat him in thirty-nine rounds, occupying one hour and 


twenty-one minutes, at North-fleet,  °©£2£©2©222 


October 11, 1843. In the following 
year he was matched with Joe Rowe 
for £50 a side, and they fought 
eighty-one rounds in ninety minutes, 
at Greenhitho, when the ring was 
_broken and the fight postponed, 
after a dispraceful ,iot. The men 
met again at Ensham Common, near 
Oxford, when, after twenty-seven 
rounds, fifty-seven minutes, in which 
Rowe merely “ made believe "— 
Jobnoy having made all “ pleasant” 
~~Harry was saluted conqueror, A 
Birmingham rivalry now brought a 
challenge from Ben Terry to young 
Harry, at 10st 41b, and they met at 
Shrivenham, Wilts, on February 8, 
1846, for a stake of £100. Inthe 
forty-ninth round a olaim of foul was 
made; the referee, Mr. Price, of 
Birmingham, was afraid to give a 
decision; at last Harry received £5 to 
draw stakes, In 1851 the ‘Tipton 
Slasher declared himself ready for 
a fregh mateb, which Johnny, for his 
unknown man, accepted. ‘The day 
was fixed for September 29, 1851, and 
the Uuknown, to the astonishment of 
everybody, was declared to be Harry. 
They met at Mildenhall on the ap- 
pointed day. ‘The science of Broome 
enabled him to make some severe 
lodgments upon the old one, but it 
Was evident the strength and weight 
were too much for him, unless some 
acoident should-give him a turn in his 
favour. At length, in the fifteenth 
round, Broome fell on his knees, and 
the Slasher, letting go his right at 
the same moment, caught him a 
heavy blow just a8 he reached the 
ground. An appeal was instantly 
made to Peter Crawley, the referee, 
who ruled it a decided foul, and 
Broome was declared the winner. 
Harry now enjoyed the title of 
champion, and became a boniface at 
the Opera Tavern, Haymarket. In 
April, 1852, his title was challenged 
by Warry Orme, who, having twice 
defeated Aaron Jones and Nat Lang- 
ham, was thought a fair candidete for 
the belt. The men met on April 
18, 1853, for £250 a side, at Little 
Brandon, Norfolk. This was Broome’s 
best fight, In 2 hours 18 min., 
after a punishing fight, Harry was 
hailed victor, After receiving the 
money for this affair, Broome was 
ugain matched with the ‘Tipton 
Slasher, for £200 a side; but, after 
two deposits had been made, Harry 
forfeited. Broome and Paddock then 
mado up & match, and on May 1, 
1856, he was thrashed without a 
Chance of turning the tide, in fifty-one 
rounds, occupying 1 hour and 5 min. 
The battle took place near Bentley, 
Suffolk, for a stake of £200 a side. 
We ought tohave stated that Broome 
had previously forfeited £180 to 
Paddock, on Hebruary 20, 1855, and 
£10 on March 12,in the same year. 
From this time Harry devoted himself 
to the life of asporting publican, He 
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kept a tavern for somo time in Warblington-street, Portsmouth, then 
the Crown and Oushion in Little Russoll-street, and of late yoars 
was knawn at most race meotings among the outside betting 
fraternity.

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the building has been fitted up with all the most recent improvements 
and novelties, and already the number of subscribers exceeds 500, and 
with a constant daily accession of fresh members. The formal opening 
was fixed for the 80th of October, under the presidency of Lord 
Stanley, but owing to the Knowsley festivities it was postponed until 
Monday evening. Lord Stanley, in a very long and excellent address, 
made the following pertinent remarks: In proceeding to open this 
gymnasium, which I believe to be in point of size, of arrangements, 
and of its fittings, one of the most perfect yet established anywhere in 
Europe, I need not trouble you with more than « few introductory 
words. You probably know its 
history as wells as I do. You 
know that in the main it owes its 
existence to the energy and perse- 
verance of one townsman of yours, I 
mean our friend, Mr. Melly. It was 
mainly by his efforts, aided by those 
ofa few supporters as zealous as him- 
self, that the requisite sum of £10,000 
was raised for its construction. That 
it will pay its way I think you have 
every reason to expect from the very 
brief statement of facts which I shall 
give. The total cost has been under 
£14,000, of which 610,000 has been 
raised by shares, and the remaining 
£4,000 by a mortgage on the build- 
ing. ‘The yearly expenses, including 
interest, are calculated not to exceed 
£1,000, and since the returns for the 
first six months are £700, with ar- 
rangements hardly completed and the 
whole plan still untried, I think there 
is no reasonable doubt of the institu- 
tion being self-supporting. Every 
medical man, and every one who has 
studied sanitary matters, knows that 
life passed within four walls during 
the week, with only the variety of a 
walk on Saturdays and Sundays, will 
very seldom be a healthy lite in the 
truo sense. For by ‘ healthy” we 
mean not the mere capacity to go 
through an ordinary jday’s' work, 
but that state in which existence 
itself is felt to be an enjoyment. 
Thon orr climate is damp and dull, 
our streets are not attractive, and 
perhaps one of the least entertaining 
of human occupations is that which is 
called “ taking a constitutional ” on 
the high road. hero is also the ex- 
penditure of time. An establish ment 
like this gives exercise in a con- 
centrated form; and its rooms will be 
open—will probably be most fre- 
quented — in the evoning; that 
is, at the time of day when, 
during several months in the year, 
out-door nature, especially in the 
iown, is not very agreeable. Bo 
much I have to say of the uses of this 
building. Only one word more. I do 
not fear that support will be wanted, 
Those who have watched the pro- 
gress of the movement tell me that, 
among the young men who take to 
these exercises, many do 80 with a 
kind of enthusiasm which is quite re- 
markable to witness. Still, T tind no 
fault with that. We all like to see 
mon take up a thing jin earnest, 
whether it be work orplay. But to 
jhose who are keenest about it I 
would offer one word of warning. 
Recollect that it is a thing that may 
be easily overdone. Do not ride a 
hobby too hard! The object—the 
national object of a training of this 
kind is not to make athletes out of 
mén who have not to live by their 
muscles, but to develop round and 
healthy andmanly constitutions. Hig 
lordship concluded by expressing an 
earnest wish for the success of the 
jnstitution.

He 
svught, in his own way, to achieve name and fame, and he 
succeeded beyond his most sanguine expectations, One bleak 
April day in 1860 he heard his name hailed with every 
expression of enthusiastic delight throughout England, over 
the Continent, and far away across the broad Atlantic. 
People proclaimed him a hero; men wore proud to be hailed 
ag his compatriots, and fair dames spoke of him with admira- 
tion. He astonished and delighted the world with the 
grandest display of human endurance and courage ever wit- 
nessed, We need scarcely say that we allude to his encounter 
with the gigantic and courageous John Heenan, whom he 
fought for two hours with one hand—his right arm being 
painfully injured and rendered useless at the commencement 
of the encounter. What Sayers did on the memorable day 
of the International Fight is now familiar to all the world. 
Such an exhibition of courage is almost unparalleled; and it 
was rewarded, as it should have been, by his admiring country- 
inen. ‘he fight at Farnborough gave Sayers his great name, 
and placed him firat on thé muster-roll of pugilists; but he 
fought other battles as extraordinary; and his whole career 
was marked by those astonishing attributes which were de- 
veloped in so remarkable a manner in his last battle. It is 
not our intention now to give that full biography which will 
be doubtless expected of us; for an opportune occasion will 
present itself when we illustrate, pictorially, the many exciting 
periods of his life. We have only now to record his sudden 
and sad demise, wanting several months of having attained

Cwnning- 
ham is 18 years of age, tt 4iz high, and was backed from the Saw AMill Tavern, 
He made his debut inthe P. RB. with Young Fianegan on the 17th of Nov. 1863, 
for a small stake, when, after fighting 110 rounds Yh 25m, the beaks interfered, 
and the affair ultimately ended in a draw, Fought a similar draw with Mike 
Martin for £4 last April, 7 rounds 25 min. Mack fouud friends to back his 
claims at Jack Miller’s, Old House at Home, Charles-street, Oxford-road, Man- 
chester, where he was trained by the host himself. He has seen 21 summers, 
is 6{t2hin in altitude, and on weighing was a trifle lighter than his opponent. 
His maiden victory was over Young Grindley, of Hulme, for £4, about 2 years ago, 
after a desperate battle of 1 hour 30 min, 20 rounds; beat Bill Lloyd, for £2, 
60, min,, May, 1864; beat Flanagan in Novenber last year, 14 rounds, 18 mins.. 
£2 a side: and beat McGann, £3 a side, 25 min. 14 reunds, September last. 
Cunningham threw in his eap, but Mack and his party had not arrived. ‘They 
came, however, shortly afterwards, but Cunningham refused to fight, and 
claimed the stakes in consequenec of his opponent's absence.

Pore, of Spur-street, Leicester square, In the carriages were the young son of 
Harry Broome, who performed the duties of chief mourner, and with him were 
associated Jem Ward, Nat Langham, fred Broome, Mr. David Baser, (a near 
relative of the deceased), aud Mr. Franklin, a true and staunch friend, and 
others. There was a muster of the celebrities of the Ring, whose names it is not.

did not want; a faithfal wife ministered to him, and no doubt she aud

The season Of 1865 has terminated with every assurance of success. 
Mach of late has been written on the gratification of swimming, which 
obviates more than passing attention to the subject, although its mani- 
fest qualities cannot possibly be too much discussed or commented on 
by the public. Tho fulcrum of natation is solid in its basis and no 
other British sport should be more acquiesced in by the community; it 
is useful and possesses peculiar traits which might bo still more effec- 
tually developed by steady application aud perseverance, ‘The Tyne 
not 80 many years back was one of the slowest ports in the Kingdom 
for agitating the promotion of swimming, and the pursuit was meagrely 
considered and as meagrely followed by the inhabitants, and it is 
scarcely more than six or eight summers ago since the spell was partly 
broken, and the youthfal residents on both sides of the river turned out 
in small bands to plunge and dip in the muddy water which increase of 
commerce and stable pastimes have rendered famous, Very little 
then was known of swift, ornamental or side swimming, that is to a 
practical extent these attaipments were in a rough cast state, and 
perhaps suited the learner ag much as the polished tuition of the 
present day. After the completion of the Northumberland Baths, 
which are suitable in many instances and the extreme reverse in other, 
swimming was much followed, many capital awimmers being turned 
out by Mr. Poulton and Mr. James Grant, who were qualified 
in tho art and held in respect by the public, Mr. William Walker, 
formerly of Loudon, but now a naturalised 'Tynesider, then took the 
appointment, which was about four years ago, and since that date the 

port or recreation, ag it may be, has extended so greatly that Newcastle 
is virtually unequalled North of Manch-ster, if indeed itis excelled by 
that great commercial town or any other town in England excepting the 
metropolis. it would be perhaps useless describing all the incidents 
which have como under our notice during the term of Mr, Walker's 
premiership, bat the fact cannot be overlooked that he has dono the 
country an essential service for which we trust he has been sufficiently 
recompensed.

was won by the Captain of the Club, Mr. Thomas Pape, It had been 
mooted to offer a massive cup, open to all amateurs in Hagland, but 
lack of support necessitated a withdrawal of theproject. Might we 
not censure thoge gentlemen patrons, who have M.P. and Haq. at- 
tached to their names, for unheeding the various appeals made pub- 
licly and privately by the Secretary ? Only one came to the rescue, 
named Joseph Cowen, jun., Eaq., who, without demur, subscribed 
a couple of guineas; the others were shamefully Spear & pop and 
inconsiderately deaf to an appeal made for such a suitable and op- 

ortune object ; had thoy been solicited for contribution for some silly 
oolish matter then the refusal would have been justifiable, but tho 
claim of natation ia world wide, and alike useful to youths and 
adults of both sexes in this or any other nation.

THE RINDERPEST, 
(To the Editor of the “ Tlluestratea Sporting News.”) 


Sir,—Believing every scrap of information respecting this dreadful 
plague to be of importance, | beg to send you for insertion the follow- 
ing extracts from “The Country Housewife’s Family Companion,” 
a very quaintly written volume, by W, Ellis, “ a farmor of thirty years’ 
experience,” resident at Little Gaddesden, near Hampstead, Herts. 


The book, which I believe to be scarce, was published at Salisbury in 
1760:— 


“Tho best remedy, perhaps, that ever was found out for curing cows 
of the murrain; or a famous cure made on a butcher’s cow that was 
seized with the murrain distemper at Little Gaddesdeu.—-On the 29th 
of November, 1746, Mr. Udward Thorne, a butcher at Little Gaddesden,

bought two fat cows to kill (for about this time they were very cheap, 
because many beasts were sold in apprehension that the fatal malady 
would seize and kill them, which at this time raged in Buckingham- 
shire, Bedfordshire, and in some other adjacent counties), but finding 
themin calf, he resolved to keep them for milch cows,and they went on 
very well till the 5th of December following, when one of them fell 
amiss seized with the murrain or plague which made her grate her 
tooth, run atthe eyes, hang down her head, scour and would not eat, 
Upon this the butcher first blooded her, then clapt four rowels in her, 
one in each buttock, the others on each side of the neck, made with 
horse-hair and tow twisted together, with horse turpentine. Then he 
made a drink with half a pint of fin, a pint of ale, about an eggshell 
full of fine wood soot, loz. of the flower of mustardseed, and two eggs 
mashed with their shells. This drink he gave her out of a horn, and at 
every two hours’ end some thin malt mash out of a horn with a very 
thin malt mash standing before her, that she might drink of the liquor 
of it, for he gave her no water, and it answered the intent; for inabout 
eight and forty hours’ time this drink and one more knit her by altering 
her scouring, and caused her to dung thickish, and in two days more 
sho kicked up her heels and was perfectly well, and, what was very 
surprising, the other cow that wag kept in the same yard all the while 
was not infected, for the butcher was afraid to take the well one away 
leat he should give offence to his neighbours by endangering their 
cows, ‘Loaccount for this success the butcher is of opinion that the 
mustard and other hot ingredionts threw out the distemper by sweating 
the beast, and told mo he came by this receipt accidentally, aa he bought 
cattle of a Leicestershire grazier, who declared to him that this medicine 
had saved of one man’s cows twenty out of two-and-twenty that were 
seized with the murrain distemper, ‘The parts where the rowels are fixed 
will swell much, but in their running the swelling willsink and draw 
the fever out of the cow’s head. And itis my humble opinion, that 
there was never & better remedy ever found out than this for the cure 
of the murrain, because here are several operations performed on the 
cow's body at once, both inwardly and outwardly, which gives her two 
chances for her lifa; if the rowelg run, we say there is no great danger 
of the cow’s doing otherwise than well. 

‘“‘ How to prevent the murrain distemper spreading amongst cows.— 
The following has been used with great success in several places where 
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the distemper among the horned cattle has-raged violently, and comes 
foborimetidad by a very able physician :—Take tar and flower of brim- 
stone, of each halfa pound ; oil of turpentine, four ounces; assafve- 
tida, twodrachms. Mix well up together, and with a painter's brush 
do the nose and muzzle of the cow night and morning.”

Tux Lonpon Farmers’ Civs.—On Monday evening the first meet- 
ing of this influential club since its location at the Salisbury Hotel, 
was held in the great room of that building. The chair was taken by 
Mr. Robert Leeds, the eminent Norfolk farmer, and the subject for dis- 
cussion—the cattle plague—was introduced by Mr, Charles Howard, 
of Biddenham, Bedford, He first noticed the history and nature of 
the disease, and its recent appearance in this country. Hethen pro- 
ceeded to treat of the curative, remedial, and preventive means. He 
spoke of what the farmers themselves could do and had done to arrest 
and extirpate the disease, and concluded by giving his views of what 
should be done by Government in this and any future outbreak of the 
malady. His opinion was that all markets and fairs should be sus- 
pended for a certain time, and that wherever the disease appeared in 
any parish or township all ingress and egress should be stopp® 
in that parish or township, and probably the surrounding places 
He also advised that an inventory be taken of all animals 10 
infected parishes by Government inspectors, who should be re- 
quired to make an inspection weekly; and—that the police 
should be charged with the duty of seeing that the regulations as t0 
traffic are carried out. He considered that the adoption of more 
rigorous measures would be fraught with the greatest inconvenience to 
the farmer and the public, and would indeed paralyse the whole 
cattle trade of the country. He maintained, and adduced proofs, that 
the plague was a contagious disease, and an imported one ; but at the 
same time deprecated any attempt to interfere with tho importation 
of foreign cattle, remarking that no thinking man in these days wou 
wish to obstruct the free supply of the people's food. He however 
contended that the Government were bound to use all precautionary 
measures to protect the Eoglish farmer from danger by infection ° 
foreign cattle. Professor Simonds followed Mr. Howard, and spoke 
at great length, agreeing generally with the views enunciated by the 
introducer of the subject. An animated discussion followed, 2 
the business of the meeting was terminated by the customary votes? 
thanks. 

A report that the Cattle Plague Commission recommend the imme 
diate summoning of Parliament, to enable the agricultural body t 
make kuown their wants, was mentioned by Mr. Hodgan" M.P., ab 
a meeting in Carlisle on Saturday.

The match was fixed to take place on Saturday 
afternoon, behind Beaufort House, in the fleld used by the South Middlesex 
Volunteers as a shooting range and training ground. ‘The course around the 
field over which the race was to be run is composed chiefly of small fine ashes 
mixed with earth; and, though it had been rolled and attended to, such a sur- 
face ig rather liable to yield at the quick spring, though light foot, of runners, 
and likely to present, after a contest, the appearance of an application of the 
harrow, or some such agricultural implement, It is 607 yards round about, and 
had, consequently, to be traversed by the competitors once, and almost a half, 
viz,, 273 yards. At the winning post, half way down the right hand side, a 
couple of small blue flags were fixed, and the starting place, three-fourths of 
the distance down the lett side, was marked by a couple of posts bearing yellow 
lags, From the start to the blue flags measured just 273 yards, and the men 
had thus to pass the winning post twico ere the half mile was completed. 
Shortly after half-past three Mr. Hogarth, dressed in white, and wearing 
a white cap shale with red, attended by John Brighton, the celebrated 
Norwich runner, his trainer, and followed by his friends, walked smartly down 
from the house. A few steps behind came Mr, Pym, attired in blue flannels, 
with Jem Howes, of Stepney, another well-known “ ped,’? under whose care he 
had placed himself, Their appearance was, as a matter of course, the signal for 
an“ orderly” rush of admirers, cach eager to catch a sight of the man on whom 
his money had been invested, or with whom his sympathies were.

Without 
claiming absolute archiological accuracy, the costumes and appoint- 
ments have a surprising look of reality, the whole action of the play, 
raoreover, is conceived and worked out with extraordinary vraisemblance. 
Asa spectacle the scene of Cardinal Pandulph’s entree in the third act 
is one of the finest ever seen upon the English stage, lifted high above 
ordinary theatrical pageantry by the artistic spirit which has pre- 
sided over its composition. ‘The movements of the two masses of richly 
armed soldiers, representing the followers of the English and French 
kings, are picturesque and life-like in the highest degree. Of the acting 
a great deal might be said, if criticism were not to a certain extent 
tongue-tied by the fact which we have already stated—that fino acting 
is not to be expected at the present time. Perhaps if the whole of the 
theatres in the kingdom were searched, no better cast for the principal 
characters in “ King John” could be arranged than that of Saturday 
evening. As far as wo are aware, no better representative of “ King 
John ” is to be found than Mr, Phelps; and we may say the same of the 
Falconbridge of Mr. James Anderson. Tho vigorous presentment of 
this character by the latter gentleman was, in fact,telling in the extrema 
with the audience of Saturday night, and will be so, we have no doubt, 
with future audiences. The Hubert of Mr, Swinbourne is a thoroughly 
well-executedjperformance, and the scene of the heated iron was brought 
out with very unusual effect by the clever child-acting of little Percy 
Roselle—the best Prince Arthur we have ever seen. By far the least 
satisfactory performance was that of Miss Atkinson, as Constance. Her 
indignation wes loud and frothy, and wholly wanting in grandeur ; her 
griet was boisterously feeble. Plentiful applause greeted her last 
speech, however; avd she had the bad taste to re-appear in, answer 
to a tasteless call, smiling upon the scene sho had a moment before 
quitted in simulated heartbroken anguish. 


LYCEUM. 

' This theatre opened for the seasou on Monday, with an adaptation of 
an old French melodrame, produced atthe Ambigu twenty-five years ago, 
under the title of “ Lazarre le Patra,” now re-chriatened ** The Watch 
Ory.” We have referred in another column to the circumstances 
under which the present pieco has been produced in place of ‘The 
Bride of Lammermoor,” with which Mr. Fechter had intended to in- 
augurate his season. The necessities of the case may, possibly, have 
been too peremptory to allow of much scope for deliberate choico ; 
otherwise we cannot understand why a pieco so Jittle in harmony with 
the taste of such an audience ‘as that which habitually assembles at 
the Lyceum should have been selected by Mr. Fochter. It is true 
that “The Watch-Ory ” affords him a character which no actor could 
so effectively sustain as he himself; and it abounds in striking situa- 
tions, giving opportunity for Stage-display. But against these ad- 
vantages there is the great drawback of the piece belonging to a class 
of dramas that have long ceased to be attractive on the Loudon stage, 
Apart from whatever interest may beawakened by Mr. Fechter’s acting, 
there is nothing in ‘The Watch-Ory ” with which an audience can 
feel anysympathy. The perils of the hero are, for the most part, 
transparently gratuitous, improbability and stage device are 
glaringly apparent in nearly every scene, That the pieco is 
mounted with perfect grace and completeness need hardly he 
said; everything produced by Mr, Fechter bears the stamp of his 
well-proved taste. We only regret that so much pains should have been 
taken with so poor a subject, The plot of The Watch-Cry ” holds by 
the mediwval history of Florence by a hair-link, In the opening 
scone, which represents what was once a relizions house, but has been 
turned into a roadside tavern, kept by an ex-Venetian bravo and spy, 
Leoni Salviati (Mr. Fechter), disguised as a wandering improvisatore, 
tells the story of five brothers who have devoted their lives to the 
service of Cosmo de’ Medici, then struggling with the zealous Mloren- 
tine nobility for the supreme power which he afterwards succeeded in 
gaining. Four of the brothers he is about to say have fallen iu the 
service of their adored chief; but at the moment his eyes rest upon 
one of his auditors, and, with a repressed ery of joy, he concludes his 
narration by declaring that, of the five brothers, two still remain to 
carry on the good work of guarding Cosmo de’ Medici’s life. The two 
brothers are himself and the man he has just recognised, Marco Sal- 
viati (Mr. Clifford), who is almost immedistely killed by the enemies 
who are in pursuit of Oosmo de’ Medici. Leoni Salviati is thus left 
single-handed, He bas married, secretly, Bianca (Miss Hlsoworthy), 
daughter of the Duc d’Albizzi, Cosmo de' Modici’s bitterest foo, Bianca 
with her infant son are living in ¥eclusion, and in danger of discovery 
by the Due d’ Albizzi. Thas Leoni is presged on all sides with troubles. 
The visiblo evil spirit. of the drama is Judael (Mr, 8. Emery), cousin 
to Cosmo de’ Medici. Tor the purpose of securing the rich inheritance 
of the Medici, he bas caused Cogmo’s elder brother Antonio to be 
murdered, and is busy in the first act with getting rid of the bravo hoe 
has employed, To effect this end he gives him a doge of poison; but 
the f ‘low, before he dies, suspects treachery, and confides the story 
of Antonio de’ Medici’s murder to the improvrisatore. So tho first act 
ends. The secoud continues the story of Judael’s treason, after an 
interval of fifteen years, during the whole of which time Leoni has 
been confined in a dungeon of the Albizzi palace—why we are unable 
to explain, ‘I'o evade questioning, he has pretended to be dumb, and 
throughout the act only speaks six worda, His son, Silvio (Mr. Fitz- 
patrick), has grown up by Bianca's side without exciting suspicion as 
to his true relationship. Bianca, believing Leoni to be dead, is about 
to ba married to Cosmo de’ Medici, Judael seeing in this union the 
frustration of his schemes upon the Medici wealth, offers Looni his 
liberty if ho will steal from Cosmo de’ Medici’s sleeping room a casket 
containing a will. Leoni appears to consent, and overhears an ar- 
rangement made with one Mosca Oaponi (a comic villain, played by 
Mr. H. Widdicomb), to murder Silvio, who has been put into a dun- 
goon by Judael’s contrivance, Tho signal for his death—which is to 
be given conditionally—is to be silence (!!), for his preservation, 
“ Archers of the guard-watch!” T,eoni_gives the latter signal, and 
Silvio is supposed to be saved. Tho third act passes in the dungeon 
of Silvio, who is made to recognise in Leoni his father, who tears up 
his cloak and enables him to escape, by descending to the bank of tho 
Arno and swimming across the stream, the extinction of a watch-fire 
on the opposite shore being agreed upon as a signal of his safety. 
Judael, foiled by Leoni, both as to his designs on the will and on the 
life of Silvio, attempts to get rid of Leoni, by precipitating him into 
the oudliettes of the palace, but fails, in consequence of Leoni’s com- 
plete knowledgo of the mysteries of his father-in-law’s house, Ho 
touches a spring anda wall of the dungeon falls down, discovering 
the council-chamber, arranged in duo order for the stmmary trial 
and condemnation of tho traitorong Judael, eon and Bianca are 
re-united, under the protection of the now all-powerful Cosmo de’ 
Medici, and the curtain falls to a certain amount of applauso—won 
by the admirable acting of Mr, Fechter, and in spite of tho tedious- 
ness of the fourth-rate melodrame on which it is wasted. 


iE _ OLYMPIC, 

“A Oleft Stick” is tho title under which Mr. John Oxenford hns 
very “ freely” adapted the much freor “Le Supplice dun Homme” 
of M.M. Grange and L, Thiboust, which was brought out at the 
Palais Royal on the heels of Monsieur Emile de Girardin’s much- 
controverted play of “Le Supplice @une Femme,” and has been 
running up to two or three weeks back, Between the taste of a 
Palais Royal audience and the powers of toleration enjoyed by an 
Olympic audience, there lies a very considerable track of dangerous 
ground, tasking all tho ingenuity, and tempting all tho audacity of the 
playwright who would transfer the dramas of the one theatre to the 
stage of the other. Mr. Oxenford has exhibited remarkable ingounity 
combined with remarkable audacity in the execution of his self-im- 
posed task of presenting the Palais Royal farce in what has proved to 
be an acceptable guise, Though his piece is a great deal too lone —the 
opening scene being entirely surperfluous—it is written with so much 
smartness and fancy as to command continued hearty laughter 
throughout. The tortured victinin ‘A Cleft Stick” is one Carnaby 
Fix, a well-to-do tradesman—married, and living with, and under 
the dominion of, one of the most exacting mothers-in-law ever seen’ 
even on the British stage, He has had the misfortune to lend a

His 
reception was warm in the extreme, and there is no doubt he will win 
for himself a solid position as an actor of eccentric-comedy parts, Mrs 
St. Henry played tho part of the mysterious Iady in a very telling 
manner, and, with the other characters, was called for at the end of the 
piece, as was the author, who bowed from hia box. Before the new 
piece, Mr. Tom Taylor's “A Sheep in Wolf's Clothing” was most 
effectually given, Mr. Honry Neville appearing as the proscribed 
loyalist; Miss Kate Tervey, as Aune Carew, the bold-timid wife. 
The programme was made the more interesting, by serving to intro- 
duco a very young sister of Miss Kate Terry, who, as Sibylle Carow, 
exhibited unmistakable aptitude for the stage. 


NEW ROYALTY. 

After being left in retirement for a few years, ‘‘ Dido” has been re- 
introduced to the public by Mr. F, GC. Burnand; and if we may judge 
from the gracious reception accorded to it, will be quite at home for 
along time tocome at the New Royalty. Want of space forbids our 
referring at any great length to the pérformance of the piece, for the 
first time in its new dress, on Wednesday evening. Wecan only report 
that it is mounted with elegance, was played with unflagging spirit, 
and applauded heartily.

THE FANTATH, 


It appears tolerably certain that the fantail breed origi- 
nated in the peninsula of Hindostan, : Pigeons have always 
been great favourites with the inhabitants of the Mast—not 
only among the princes and ladies of the court, but with 
the common people also. Even within the last few yoars 
many very superior specimens of the fantail have been 
brought to England from India by the sailors. These 
recently imported specimens differ from the English-bred 
birds by the possession of a slight tuft at tho back ot the 
head, resembling that of a turbit with a pointed crown; 
and although they are superior in tail tothe English breed, 
they are destitute of that elegant, swan-like carriage of the 
neck, that adds 80 much grace to our native birds. At their 
first importation some of our pigeon judges refused to 
award prizes tothe Indian birds; but at present they hold 
their own in competition, and take their fair share of the 
prize money. ‘Ihe principal property in the fantail ia the 
extraordinary development of the quill foathers of the tail, 
and the mode in which the tail itselfis carried. The nor— 
mal number of feathers in the tail of all the varieties of 
pigeons is fourteen; in the fantail the number often ap- 
proaches forty. In order to constituie a good fantail, the 
tail must be carried over the back, being brought woll 
forward. If the tail is carried horizontally the beanty of 
the bird is entirely lost; on the other hand, it should not be 
thrown forward go far as to rest upon the body. If the 
tail is woll carried, the fuller the better; but in a show-pen 
a woll-carried tail of thirty feathers is always more effective 
than a badly carried one of thirty-eight or forty. The tail 
of the fantail ig often compared with that of the peacock ; 
but in fact it differs from it most essentially. In the 


number of feathers in the tail, and, I think, would be a fait 
distribution of the points of merit. 


SEARING OHIOKENS ARTIFICIALLY. , 

As I consider that I was successful in rearing atock 0 
eight dozen chickens with very little trouble or expen 
and as I owe the attempt to do so to having read the d ‘ 
cussions on the subject in your Journal last winter, I thin 
that I ought to say a few words in acknowledgment of py 
success. Being only a half-believer I did not incur ae 
expense in the matter, merely procuring a stout box mace 
with the lid on hinges and close fitting, cut on a slope likea 
melon-frame, one balf of thelid only being glazed, and there 
was a hole in the side, with a sliding door. In this box 
put two low stools with a thick fleecy top, for artificla 
mothers, and I placed the box close beside a large spare 
garden-frame, which stood on dry ground. I had the chickens 
close to my flower-frames, and looked after them chielly 
myself. This frame, to which I admitted them at pleasure 
by drawing the slide, answered for their covered run 
“day room,” till they were a few weeks old, when I use 
toallow my pets to take a run in the garden several times 
aday. It was quite curious to see how fond they became 
of the frame, and how they used to flock to me from & 
sides to be letin, and to bask on the warm gravel under 
the glass. I took each chick from the hen the day it wa 
hatched. I had not one sickly or drooping chicken the 
whole summer. ‘The advantages I found in this syste™ 
even trying it in a small way, were these: First, they "I 
not cost in feeding nearly somuch as when carelessly fe 
in the fowl-yard, where stronger fowls, dogs, &c,, robbe 
them of their milk and food. Secondly, they throve quicker 
and feathered better a great deal, from getting the full shale 
of that food appointed for them, as well as from the gel! 
and uniform warmth of the frame, instead of being ofte® 
weary and wet when enticed by the hen to walk about al 
day through grass and elsewhere. Thirdly, £ found the 
hens loge so little in condition by merely twenty-one days 
sitting (being well fed once every day), that they 14! 
and hatched a second time early in summer, Thege && 
vantages ought tomake the system worth a trial, even 
those who might not count it, as I did, an amusement.—

Should other 
Observers be able to produce similar facts, there can be no doubt 
about the propriety of making the possession of such a deformity a 
cause of disqualilication. In the “Standard of Excellence” it is 
clearly laid down that the face of a Spanish fow! should be free from 
folds and‘wrinkles, and that any corrugation of the face which pre- 
vents a bird from seeing is a disqualification ; yet, how often do wesee 
prizes awarded to cocks which are blind, or must be so in time; to 
hens with auch coarse faces that it is impossible that they can produce 
cocks free from this troublesome defect, Every breeder of Spanish 
fowls knows how useless such cocks become, and that nothing but a 
cruel mutilation can make thom able even to feed themselves. Such 
birds are generally useless as breeding stock after their first year. 
Surely such a deformity, which is decidedly hereditary, should in- 
variably disqualify its possessor.—§, P.

of athletic sports. Ip opening the new gymnasium at Liverpool on 
Monday Jast, Lord Stanley very truly remarked that “the object of 
training of this kind is BOt tO make athletes out of men who have not 
to live by their muscles, but to develops sound and healthy and 
manly constitutions.

TUESDAY.

from that gentleman of two yds, viz. 29 and 27. Between those

A PIGEON SHOOTING AOTION. 

Parker y. Brerrun.—This was an action heard before Mr. Justice 
Blackburn and a common jury at the Bail Court, on Monday last. 
Mr, Huddleston, Q.O., and Mr. Laxon were counsel for the plaintiff ; 
Mr. Hawkins, Q.C., and Mr. H. T. Cole were counsel for the de- 
fendant. ‘The plaintiff is a gasfitter, carrying on business in Russell- 
Street, Coyent-garden, and the defendant is a licensed victualler, and 
keeps the Crown and Sceptre, in Woolner-street, Poplar, and the 
action was brought to recover compensation for an assault committed 
ron him by the defendant, on Saturday, the Ist of July last, at 

ornsey-wood. The plaintiff, with a friend named Hill, a currier, 
carrying on business in Great Queen-street, Long-acre, drove to 
Hornsey Wood House to witness a pigeon shooting match. Hill was 
somewhat elevated, Plaintiffleft him for a few minutes, and during 
his absence a shot was fired, and the bird fell. Someone then said to 
Hill, “ Vl trouble you for the £5 I bet with you.” Hill said he had 
hot made any bet; upon which the person said, * If you don’t pay we 
shall treat you as we treat welshers, by ducking you in the pond.” Tho 
persons who congregated round Hill were proceeding to drag him toa 
pond in the vicinity, in order to put their threat into execution, ex- 
Claiming “ Duck him!” When the plaintiff returned he went up to his 
friend, and hearing about the bet, he said ho felt certain Hill had not 
made the bet, because he was not in the habit of doing so. Upon that 
the defendant came up and struck the plaintiff a violent blow on the 
nose, following it with another on the eye, which cut it open about an 
inch and ahalflong. He had it sewa up by a surgeon in the neigh- 
bourhood, aud he was attended by his own medical man for a month. 

® was unable to see for a week. Hill was taken to the pond and 
was ducked. In crogs-examination, the plaintiff denied that he gave 
the defendant any provocation, or that a ring was formed, and that 
after three or four rounds ho shook hands With the defendant, and said 
he had had enough of it. He did not strike the defendant first. The 
defendant, amongst other pleas, pleaded that he assaulted the plaintiff 
Withhis permission, Several witnesses were called for the defence. ‘The 
defennant swore positively that the plaintiff struck him first, when a 
ting was formed, and several rounds fought, when plaintiff shook 
hands with him and said he had had enough. A man named Godwin, 
but who goes by the name of Wilson, deposed that he made a bet of 6 
to2 with Hill on the gun that was about toshoot.

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Those who purpose making additions to their collection of Roses 
should do so at once, as thera will bea better chance of obtaining 
good plants now than after the nursery stock has been repeatedly 
picked. ‘The present season is also very fayourable for planting ali but 
tender sorts, which had better be kept uuder glass until next May; but 
these should be procured at once, and if they can be placed ina gentle 
heat through the winter they will grow freely, and farnish cuttings 
which will root just as freely as Verbenas. In preparing ground for 
Roses, let it be trenched at least 2 feet deep, and well incorporate a 
heavy dressing of manure with the soil to the full depth. It is hardly 
possible to make the soil too rich for any kind of Rose, particularly the 
autumn-blooming kinds, and 4 or 5 inches of good rotten farmyard 
dung will not be too much where tho soil is naturally rather light and 
poor. Large-headed standards that have done blooming for the season 
should be cut back ahi freely to lessen the chance of their injured 
by heavy gales of wind. The principles of protection are few and 
simple, and may be said to be within the reach of every one, at least as 
far as such can bo carried out without the aid of houses and artificial 
heat, A comparative degree of dryness is the first great essential, 
whether in the atmosphere or the soil. In a frame or pit this amount 
of dryness cannot be guaranteed without motion in the air, and this, of 
course, in the absence of fire heat, must be accomplished by a very free 
ventilation at every fitting opportunity, remembering that a small 
amount of frost is, in general, less prejudical than an accumulation of 
damp, which will rapidly tend to a kind of mortification in the system 
of the plant. ‘The same atmospheric conditions are to be obtained out 
of doors as far as attention can secure them ; thus half-hardy plants, 
against trellises or detached, if covered with a mat stuffed closely with 
hay inside, will be in danger ofperishing of whatwe may forthe present 
term suffocation; the same specimen will always pass through a loug 
winter better with the mat alone, more especially if the eellae is well 
protected by some dry and porous material, and above all, the roots 
well top-dressed with sawdust or ashes. 

GREENHOUSE AND CONSERVATORY. 

Take advantage of unfavomable weather for out-door work to 
thoroughly clean the foliage of Camellias, Orange trees, &c., for it is 
hardly less essential to the health of such plants that their foliage be 
kept clean and in a fit stateto perform its functions than that their 
roots be kept healthy and active. Look over the plants in the green- 
house frequently, and examine plants very closely that are liable to 
suffer from mildew and damp, such as Leschenaultias, Boronias, &c., 
for a short neglect will sometimes result in the disfigurement of a pro- 
mising plant. Youngspecimens of Azaleas, which have been growing 
in heat, had better be removed to a cool house for a few months, which 
will cause them to start away more freely in spring. Keep Cinerarias 
and‘other soft-wooded stock clear of green fly, and endeavour to secure 
stocky plants by affording them suflicient pot-room. 

} PITS AND FRAMES. 

Roses for early forcing should be pruned by this time, and placed 
where they will atleast be safo from heavy rains. Where American 
and other shrubs are used for forcing these should be taken up and 
potted without delay, placing them in a cold pit until they are wanted 
for forcing, or in a turf-pit where they can be protected from severe 
weathor, by straw mats, shutters,’ or other covering.—Cottage 
Gardener. 


RETRIEVERS—WATER-SPANIELS, 

The old English water-spaniel, whether of the large or small breed, 
if not altogether lost, is very seldom seen. Probably the excellent form 
and colour of the Trish dog hastened the extinction of the species. The 
north and south of Ireland both claim a distinct variety of water- 
spaniel, which we will endeavour to describe. 

The northern dog has a considerable amount of white as well as 
liver colour, and we have seen specimens all white, except the head. 
The ears are very short and devoid of feather, the legs close-coated. 
and tho profile is that of a curly-coated pointer, if such an animal 
could be. 

The south-country breed, brought to the highest state of perfection 
by Mr. Macarthy, is a very superior animal. He impresses us at once 
as an instance of refined breeding. His colour is uncommon, pure, and 
of high merit; he is dark, rich, decided, and unmixed with white, 
having @ tendency to purple or puce rather than fawn, red, or sienna, 
in the liver tones, 

The height of an Trish spaniel would be about 21 inches, or a little 
more; the head capacious, the forehead high, the eyes very intelligent ; 
the face or mask (from the eyes downwards) particularly smooth, The 
ears, from point to point, measure about 26 inches. ‘The ** top-knot ” 
is a distinguishing teature of the breed, 

In the rough sheep dog, the poodle, the Russian retriever or Russian 
setter, and in what is often called a “Skye terrier,” we find the eyes 
completely hidden by a mass of shaggy hair. Macarthy’s water- 
spaniel has a wig descending ina point down the middle of the fore- 
head, and (excepting the mask and front of the legs) he is covered with 
short, close, crisp curls. (One Irish variety has the front of the legs 
covered with curls also.) ‘I'he tail is large at the base, tapering to a 
sting, and unfeathered 

Untortunately we have never been able to obtain a specimen young 
enough to break thoroughly for game. Though excellent water dogs 
(and, from the oily nature of their coats, drying very rapidly) we have 
had to complain of their impetuous rush into pond or river, and they 
do not like tangled copse or brambles. Krom want of early education 
wo have observed them hunting from sight, and, if not hard-mouthed, 
they have not brought the game alive. ‘Lheir temperament, which is 
generally sangulne, renders them rather too playful for the sober pro- 
fession of a retriever, and they have not come up to our expectations, 
But, we repeat, we consider these faults the result (so far as our ex- 
perience is concerned) of the want of proper breaking in the first 
instance. 

Wo believe the black-curled examples of the present day descend on 
one side from this Irish stock, and we have bred black dogs scarcely 
distinguishable, except In colour, from Macarthy’s breed of dark-liver 
water spaniels. aye 

Of the origin of the Russian” we know little. Ie may be a dis- 
tinct variety, but we have not mnch faith jn, or love for, this Muscovite. 
He appears to us a sheep dog ona large scale. We have frequently 
been disappointed with him. He has an indifferent temper, and has 
but a moderate nose ; his intelligence is very limited, and his long, 
heavy, matted coat units him lor questing in covert. Yet, eccasion 
ally we meet with good Russians, and at the present moment we 
are acquainted witha young dog of undoubted excellence. 

The Russian averages 29 Inches in height, now and then reaching 

27 inches. He has a short head, a small ear, unfeathered. He is 
rather short in his back, longin the leg, and is absolutely smothered in 
hair. His legs are feathered all round ; his eyes are lost in his shaggy 
wig, and his tail is thick and heayily feathered. His cont, which is 
wiry, is very apt to mat or felt, and to yender the dog dirty and rancid 
insmell, Heis generally black, slightly mixed with grey hairs; and 
the iron-grey is the colour most cateemed. 
* ‘The properties of a land and water retriever should be combined in 
ono dog. We desire to obtain for retrieving game a dog possessing a 
most sensitive nose, sharpness, intelligence, obedience, reflection, 
teachableness, good temper, and the gift of gently lifting aud carrying 
game alive, 

We have observed that the Newfoundland (the small Labrador) 
possesses these qualities 10 a marked degrees, but ina general way he 
is too bulky for the purpose. Mor some masters he is too large to he 
a constant companion, oF to be easily taken from place to place. Wo 
believe judicious crossing will Improve and call out excellent qualities, 
and that his size may be diminished by selection, without too great a 
sacrifice of strength. We believe the Newfoundland to be the best dog 
to breed from, because he 18 88 good in the water as land, and will dive 
like the otter if need be. c 

We have thought of the Colley as a good cross, and of the black 
or black-tan setter, but we should decidedly select the Newfoundland 
as the mother. A great authority has declared to us that the most 
useful general dog tor the gun will be found in the foxhound and 
greyhound combined; Colquhoun prefers the mixture of the beagle 
and pointer, and puts the weight at 10lb, We cannot say we agree 
With either. And the extraordinary feats of Craven's” bull-terrier 
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retriever would not induce us to break a dog of that breed for such a 
aes 

We believe, however, the size of the Newfoundland must be 
reduced by the selection of the smallest specimens in litters, and 
a it will be a work of time to obtain these desiderata— economy in 
may phe see portability, and yet strength and activity, combined 

The other essential faculties, we have little doubt, wil ig 

and improved by an admixture of fresh blood, for ihe peuig ep 
is frequently more ‘‘cute” than either of his high-born parents: 
The setter cross would be that from which the breeders of retrievers 
would have the best chance of breeding again with success - and 
we may add, Mr, Macarthy concludes, from his experience, that
